Cheat came from Europe. 
How it came to have its com­ 
mon name of “cheat" undoubtedly 
relates to its deceiving early ap­ 
pearance which somewhat resem­ 
ble* the wheat and oats plants, 
where it turns out to be a grassy 
weed 
that 
robs 
the 
farm er 
of 
yields of grain 
It has been re 
ported 
that 
cheat 
causes 
the 
United States farmers a $500,000 
loss every year 
Many wheat growers in South­

themselves bothered so much with
